CHAPTER 245. 

AN ACT to authorize Alvin N. Bugbee, Alanson M. Thomas, 
Henry Sines, D. H. Forbes and J. Gl. Clark, to erect and main- 
tain a dam across a fork of the north branch of Wood river. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

May build and SECTION 1. Alvin N. Busbee, Alanson M. Thomas, 
maintain dam. Henry Sines, D. H. Forbes, J. G. Clark and John 

Clark, their heirs and asignees, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to erect, keep up and maintain a dam 
across a fork of the north branch of Wood river on the 
northwest quarter of the northeast quarter, section 
thirty-three (33), town thirty-nine (39) north, range 
eighteen (18) west, in the county of Burnett, for the 
purpose of flowing a cranberry marsh adjacent thereto, 
and for such other purposes as may be necessary in 
in the operation of said marsh. 

Not to flow 	SECTION 2. Said dam may be of a sufficient height lands belonging 
to other parties. to give a head of water not to exceed five feet at the 

point where the same is located : provided, nothing in 
this act shall be so construed as to authorize said par-
ties or either of them, or their successors or either of 
them, to flow any lands of the state or of any individ-
ual other than those named herein, or any highway, 
without making compensation therefor, as now pro-
vided by law in relation to mills and mill-dams. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
